4. Claims 4-7, 11-12, 17-25, 27-28, 31-33 are allowed.

Regarding independent claims 4, 17, 20, 22, 25, 27 and 28, and 33, see 

applicant remarks in the Appeal Brief. 

Regarding claim 1 1 and 12, respectively, the prior art of record (Henderson) is drawn to a 
sound processing device comprising a speaker, an integrated circuit comprising three pins, an 
input circuit, an output circuit and a functional unit. However, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose an activation circuit, therein as claimed.
